Set up plaits for 
used cai price 
regulations 


Plans for administering the Of­ 
fice of Price Administration ceil­ 
ing prices on used jja&senger cars 
that go into effect on July IO have 
been set up. 
A member of the Price Panel 
who is qualified by experience and 
training to administer this regu­ 
lation will be appointed. 
All buy­ 
ers and sellers of used cars, wheth­ 
er private individuals or dealers, 
come under the new ceiling prices. 
The Price Panel will supply infor­ 
mation on the exact ceiling prices 
for each make and model of car 
covered by the regulation as well 
as other working details. 
The regulation provides a “base 
price” for individuals and otners 
who do not maintain repair shops, 
and a higher “warranted 
price” 
ceiling fo* dealers who do main­ 
tain repair shops and sell 
cars 
that are guaranteed for 30 days 
or 1,000 miles. 
Only dealers can 
sell at the “warranted price”. 
A certificate of transfer will be 
needed for most types of sales of 
used cars. 
These certificates may 
be obtained from the War Price 
and Rationing Board. 
They must 
be filled out jointly by buyers and 
sellers and filed with the buyer’s 
Board when he applies for his gas­ 
oline ration. 
Each certificate will 
be credited by the Board as a pro­ 
tection against overcharges.

“ The men overseas don’t mince any words 
about the way they want to find this 
country when they come marching home... 
do they, Judge?” 


“ They certainly don’t, Herb...and they 
shouldn’t. They’re doing a masterful job 
fighting over there to protect our rights and 
they have good license to expect us to pro­ 
tect theirs back here at home. One thing 
they’re mighty clear on is their stand on 
prohibition.” 


“ Their position on that subject was stated 
very emphatically in a poll taken recently 


among American service men in England by 
the British Institute of Public Opinion. 
When hundreds of men were asked point 
blank how they would vote on prohibition, 
85% of them stated, in unmistakable terms, 
that they would vote a gaunt it.

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A Japanese soldier’s dress uni­ 
form hat, .25-caliber rifle, knife, 
and sheet after sheet of 
propa­ 
ganda pictures put out by Japan­ 
ese Army headquarters to distrib­ 
ute among Allied fighters in the 
South Pacific are among the war 
souvenirs brought home by Leon­ 
ard Crofoot, formerly of Arling­ 
ton Heights, who now calls Or­ 
ange, California, his home. Leon­ 
ard is home on 30 days leave. He 
is a machinist’s mate second class 
in the Coast Guard. 
Crofoot is a man without a ship 
at the moment, for his vessel, the 
USS Etamin, was 
sunk 
by 
an 
aerial torpedo shot from a 
Jap 
bomber during the raid on Aitape. 
Holes 28 to 40 feet wide were 
torn in the Etamin’s hull, Crofoot 
related, yet all crew members were 
picked up with no casualties, after 
about 45 minutes in the warm sea 
just off Aitape. Aitape island, he 
said, is about IOO miles nortn of 
Wewak atoll which was featured 
previously this year. 
The Etamin, an A. K. craft, was 
a 
cargo 
assault 
boat 
landing 
troops and cargo for invasions in 
the battle zone. The craft has been 
recommended for presidential cita­ 
tion, 
Crofoot 
stated. 
Crofoot 
joined the Coast Guard in Febru­ 
ary, 1943, was at sea by May of 
last year, and until his arrival in 
the states the middle of June, had 
sea duty constantly, figuring in 
three invasion engagements in the 
South Pacific. 
I here 
was 
the 
Aitape raid, the Admiralty land­ 
ing, and the Cape Gloucester in­ 
vasion. 
On his jumper Crofoot wears the 
Asiatic Pacific zone ribbon with 
four stars, three of them indicat­ 
ing the three invasions aforemen­ 
tioned while the fourth is for the 
torpedoed ship. 
He tells of Japanese propaganda 
attempts. 
One of the favorite 
tricks, he said, is an attempt to 
sow feelings of enmity 
between 
Yank and Australian troops. With 
him he had propaganda leaflets 
which pictured fully the extent to 
which the sons of heaven will go 
to gain their ends. 
One leaflet showing a gruesome­ 
ly colored picture of 
the 
grim 
reaper stated, “Roosevelt: 
Thou 
shalt go, American, and eat the 
Australians out of their homes if 
necessary. 
The Americans will 
fight to the last Australian!” 
Vicious propaganda 
Another picture depicted a beau­ 
tiful girl and an American soldier. 
Under it was printed tales 
of 
Yanks in Australia 
raping 
and 
stealing wives and sweethearts of 
Australian soldiers at the 
front. 
This one ended, “one less Aussie 
simply 
means 
one 
more 
Yank 
‘safely’ in the home. Surely you’ll 
not give up your lives to make 
this possible.” 
Leaflets furnished 
the Allied troops give all a big 


laugh,-Crofoot said. 
Invitations were made out to the 
Allies to lure them to surrender 
to the Japs. One had instructions 
on the back saying “I. Come to­ 
wards our lines waving a white 
flag. 
2. Strap 
gun 
over 
left 
I shoulder, muzzle down and pointed 
behind you. 
3. Show this ticket 
to the sentry. 4. Any number of 
you may surrender.” 
Wild prom­ 
ises of plenty of cigarettes, foods, 
fresh green salads (pictured tempt­ 
ingly in color) were among the 
leaflets. 
Crofoot’s terse comment 
on these were, “they didn’t work.” 
Before 
entering 
the 
service 
Crofoot was employed at a West 
Coast motor company as a 
me­ 
chanic. 
Therefore, when he came 
across a wrecked Jap truck in the 
Admiralty islands, he couldn’t re- 
»sist a look at the motor. 
Though 
it was badly smashed he 
noticed 
the carburetor and decided to take 
it off to bring home to a friend, still 
working at the motor plant in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
It was similar to 
any 
carburetor, Crofoot 
said. 
The 
serial numbers on it were in the 
familiar 
Arabic 
numerals 
but 
above them were some Japanese 
characters, unintelligible to those 
j examining the piece of 
machin­ 
ery.
